FIRE 
PREVENTION. 


Tlje propaganda of fire prevention has taken a 


hold on the people of Indiana, if the 
terest is in no wise misleading. 
The purpose it 


teach people to be careful 
Almost nil of the fires 


that destroy property and take human life are the 
consequence «f carelessness, and so being- are prevent- 
able. The waste of resources annually in the I nited 
States by reason of preventable fires make? a total 
that is appalling and convicts the American people 
of crime against themselves and their posterity of 
which there can be no condonement. The element of 
carelessness enters into the origin of nearly all fires 
the fires that sweep broad regions bare of forests and 
lay waste teeming cities by the acre. Our timber fam- 
ine today is due mainly to unnecessary forest fires 
and to the incomprehensible destruction of combustible 
material after it has been utilized in buildings. 
In 


no other civilized coimtry of the world do the people 
construct their buildings with so little regard to the 
dangers of fire nor rely to such an extent upon provi- 
dence or luck, or both, for protection against the con- 
tingency of flames. We have rioted in the wasting 
of our natural resources of all sorts, but in the waste 
of none of them as we have our timber. We literally 
have gorged the fire fiend upon it. To repeat, by far 
the vaster percentage of fires arc preventable—that is 
to say. are due to carelessness. This fire prevention 
propaganda is designed to teach in what ways as a 
people we are most commonly careless and in what 
direction of daily conduct with all agencies that in- 
volve a peril of fire the greater measure of safety lies. 


It appears there is complaint from some sections 


of the city that garbage is not collected. This is un- 
reasonable and unjust. 
Fort AVayne has so fine a 


system of garbage collection and disposal that it was 
not thought worth while in making provisions for 
next year's municipal program to consider means to 
improve it. Such as make complaint of a failure of 
the city's man to collect their garbage must be mis- 
taken or dream of the negligence whereof they com- 
plain. At the city hall they can get all sorts of ex- 
planations and other solaces and be sent away happy 
and contented, but ashamed of their groundless plaint. 
It is a fair estimate that the garbage collector collects 
at least half of the garbage he is under contract to 
collect, and that he does not allow more than a month 
o elapse between calls at any place where he is wont 
o go. 
Also it is -a provable statement that the city 


destroys at least half of the garbage that is collected 
and that not to exceed half a ton of nice combustible 
coal is used to incinerate each ton of waste.

nay be regions of the city where the hearse comes 
oftener than the garbage wagon, and for that reason. 
but those regions never have been on the garbage 
man's map anyway, so the people ther^ really are not 
now any worse off than ever they have been.

Mayor 
Jesse 


Cirice Killing for the observance of Fire 
Protection day ill Fort Wayne next Mon- 
day. Oct. !l. marks the city's first step 
in joining the country-wide movement 
for the prevention of fires. Governor 
Marshall launched it in the state a short 
time ago. and the schools have been 
asked to give time on that day—the an- 
niversary of the great Chicago fire—for 
a lesion regarding the prevention 
of 


fires. 


The work is educational and .the de- 


sire is to reach not only tlw school chil- 
dren, but the general public /as well. 
Statistics show that the average annual 
fire IOKS in this-country is $250,000,000. 


and it is estimated that 50 per cent, of 
this loss is directly due to carelessness. 


Pledges for Safety of Home. 


In connection with the crusade the 


Fire Prevention society has prepared a 
pledge which it asks every man, woman 
and child to adopt. Here it.is: 


1 will keep the supply of matches in 


metal boxes, and throughout the house 
they shall he confined in a proper re- 
ceptacle and out of the reach of chil- 
dren. 


1 will use only safety matches so far 


as practicable. 


I will not permit a child under 10 


years of age to use matches.

amined hy a competent person and put 
in proper condition and repair for win- 
ter use. 


Copies of these rules will be placed 


conspicuously in the kitchen, laundry 
and fire room. 


Figures Are Startling. 


That there is need for more care in 


preventing fir.es is shown .by some start 
ling figures. Among them are the fol- 
lowing: 


Fire losses in the United States and 


Canada in 1810 were §234,406,500. 


Fire losses and the cost of fire pre- 


vention in the 'United States amount 
annually to $450,000.0000, or more than 
the total American production of gold, 
silver, copper and petroleum in a year. 


The cost of fires each year is one-half 


the cost of all the new buildings erected 
in a year. 


The annual per capita fire waste in 


the United States is $2.51: in Europe. 
33 cents. Cause:. The latter has bet- 
ter construction, less carelessness, in- 
creased responsibility. 


If buildings in the United States were 


as fire proof as in Europe, the annual 
cost of fire losses and protection would 
be only $00,000.000. 


Fires in the United States cost over 


$500 a minute. 


The way to pet lower insurance rates 


is to have fewer fires. 


JCew York city spends $10.000.000 a 


year for fire extinguishment and $15,000 
a year for fire prevention.
